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The Domestication of the Wild Turkey.

Aii interesting feature, as connected with the domestication of 
the wild turkey, has occurred thlB season in'my grounds, and sug¬ 
gests an Inquiry which perhaps, some of your readers may be able 
to answer. 

1 have for about ten years devoted considerable attention to 
the domestication of the wild turkey, and I may say with com¬ 
plete success. My original stock was from eggs taken from the 
nest of the wild hen in the woods aDd hatched under the common 
hen, and since several additions have been made in the same way. 
For about three generations I found It necessary to cut the pin¬ 
ion joint from one wing of each bird when they were unable to 
escape from my parks, which are surrounded by an eight foot 
palling fence. After that, moat of them would remain, although 
the bens always become wild at breeding time, and seek the most 
secluded part of the grounds and even outside of them, to make 
their nests, and we scarcely Bee them till the young are as large 
as quails. Tlieso, with proper care, we generally succeed in get¬ 
ting up to the feeding grounds. Although the young are as wild 
as possible at first, so soon as they learn that man carries corn 
and feeds them, instead of doing them an injury, they begin to 
loose their fear of him, and in a few days or weeks at most they 
will fly to him when they see him. They soou learn to be 
driven and often after they have been driven up and compelled to 
rooBt in tbe place selected for them a few times, they come up 
voluntarily, though they may have wandered off a mile during 
the day, foraging for insects. 

One hundred and eight young birds were thus driven up and 
counted last summer. They appeared to be doing remarkably 
well till about the first of September, when a number were ob¬ 
served to be drooping, and hardly able to fly to the lowest 
perches, and presently they began to die. Sometimes as many as 
six or seven dead turkeys were found in a single morning. After 
a bird shows indications of sickness, it rarely survives more than 
three days. The first symptom is a drooping attitude and dis¬ 
ordered feathers, and then a staggering gait After this they are 
sure to be found dead the next morning. I think they always 
die in the ulght time; at least I have no evidence that any have 
died in the day time. It has been the business of the man who 
takes care of them to hunt for dead birds constantly and to re¬ 
move them from the grounds at once, and he always finds them in 
or near the ravine in which they roost. Fully one-half of the young 
birds have died and nearly the same proportion of the old ones. 
There were thirteen old cocks, as fine birds as one would wish to 
see, and now all are gone but six. / 

The death rate was tbe highest when the rains set in early in 
October. All that were then ailing died; but not more than half 
a dozen have been taken down since, and practically the distem¬ 
per stopped with the termination of thi drouth, and with this I 
cannot help connecting the disease in some way. 

A remarkable feature is that the disease Is strictly confined to 
the thoroughbred wild turkeys. Last Spring two tame hens 
strayed into iny grounds, and have raised broods of hybrids, 
not one of which has shown symptoms of the distemper. Of 
course all of these will go to the platter so soon as they are in 
condition, as I am very careful tokeep the blood pure. On my 
farm near Plainfield, we have about 300 young hybrids this 
year, and not a symptom of tbe disease has been observed among 
them. I hear of no complaint among the tame turkeys in the 
country. 

In 1809 a similar distemper attacked my wild turkeya in the 
same grounds, from which I lost more than half. Then I heard 
no complaint that tame turkeys Buffered from it. That too, like 
the past Summer, was very dry, and as before remarked, I can¬ 
not help connecting the distemper with the drouth, for then as 
now, It was practically arrested when the rains commenced. But 
then we have had other dry seasons, with no sign of the dis¬ 
temper. • 

I would like to Inquire of some of your readers who live where 
tlie wild turkey is abundant, whether they have ever observed any 
fatal epidemic among them, and If so, at what time and what the 
character of the season. From thirty to forty years ago they 
were very abundant throughout the bottom lands of this country, 
and I was weH acquainted with many gentlemen, whose highest 
enjoyment was their pursuit, and indeed often enjoyed it myself, 
but I never heard an intimation that the wild turkeys were subject 
b> a fatal distemper. 

It Is a very interesting inquiry to make, whether this is one of 
die baneful effects of domestication which disappears when com¬ 
plete domestication has become established 1 If it be so it is 
almost the duly one of a serious character, unless the degenera¬ 
tion iu the color of the plumage and of tbe legs be considered as 
*acb. In the course of time, no doubt, the young birds will be¬ 
come feeble, and Incapable of withstanding the effects of cold 
fains, as is the case with tbe domestic turkey, but I have as yet 
aacn no Indications of this among mine, for I do not believe I 
have ever yet lost one from cold rains, though I have many times 
known them to be subjected to severe trials when very young. 

Were this not already too long I Would give you my reasons, 
which I think conclusive, for believing that our wild turkey is 
•he direct progenitor of our domestic turkey, although I am 
•ware that ornithologists decide otherwise, and ascribe them to 
“6 Mexican wild turkey which they claim la a different species. 


I think they have decided the question without sufficient obser¬ 
vations. When the whole subject is fully understood all will be 
found but varieties of the same species, the variations being 
clearly due to environment.

Adventure with a Buffalo. 

Grand sport is this buffalo banting on horseback on tbe open 
plains, where a fair chance is given the shaggy quarry. I recall 
with keen enjoyment a chase once taken through the tall prairie 
grass about Battle river. One morning, soon after sunrise, I 
crossed the crest of a grassy ridge suddenly to catch sight of a 
solitary buffalo jUBt emerging from a ravine near the Btream. It 
was a fuU-growu bull, whose black mane and shaggy dewlaps 
uearly reached the dark prairie grass through which he walked. 
Though not in quest of game, the sight roused aU the sports¬ 
man’s instincts in me; so, dismounting behind the hill I tightened 
the girths, replaced the shot with bolls, aud remounting, rode 
over the ridge. As I came In view of the huge beast, stalking 
slowly away from his morning drink, hiB head was thrown up, 
one steady look given, then round he weut and away for the open 
bluffs beyond agaiu. Instantly I followed, and the burse, par¬ 
taking of his master’s excitemert, answered gallantly to my call. 
Sharply I urged him forward with voice and spur, untU the wild 
charge became a headlong chose. Then, rising iu the stirrups, I 
took a snap shot at my game. The bullet Btruck him In the 
flanks. Quick as lightning, he wheeled down upon me, and it 
was my turn to run. The boot waB decidedly on the other leg. 
If I had before pushed the horse toward the buffalo with whip and 
spur, still more urgently did I now endeavor, under the changed 
condition of affairs, to make him increase the distance between 
us. John Gilpin never thundered along the road as I did 
down the grassy incline, with that huge beast gaining 
upon me at every stride. Looking back over my 
shoulder I could see him close to the horsc'B tail, with lowered 
head and eyes flashing furiously under their shaggy fringe of hair. 
It almost seemed as if I could feel his hot breath upon the bock 
of my neck. Instinctively I gathered myself up for a fall, for it 
appeared that nothing could prevent pursued and pursuing com¬ 
ing into wild collision in another Instant. I even picked out a 
grassy spot on which to alight. As the pony maintained his d is- 
tance, however, I bethought me of another chance. Turning iu 
the saddle, I threw my gun over the crupper, at arm’s length, 
with the muzzle full upon the buffalo’s bead, and fired. It was a 
centre shot; the ball struck him in the centre of the forehead, but 
he only shook his head when he received It. Still, It Berved to 
check his pace somewhat, and os soon as we reached level ground 
the horse began to gain a little on him. It was now the bull’s 
turn to change tactics, aud quite as suddenly as he had charged, 
he wheeled and made off. After so long a run I could not think 
of losing him; so I turned and dashed after him at a rattling pace. 
Riding alongside, tbis time a shot fired low behind tbe shoulder 
brought my fierce friend to bay, Proudly he turned toward me, 
rage in his eye, but with a bearing at once calm and stately. He 
pawed tbe ground, and blew with short, angry snorts the long 
grass till it waved to and fro. Moving thus slowly toward me he 
seemed tlie very personification of brute strength aud angry 
pride, But his last moment had come. I recall vividly all the 
wild accessories of the scene—the great silent waste, the noble 
beast, death-stricken but defiant; but no language can picture 
tbe coloring of sky and plain, no Bound could echo back the 
music of the breeze, sighing mornfully through the long grasses; 
no pencil paint the East ablaze with gold and gTeen, and the 
thousand glories of the prairie sunrise. AU this lasted only a 
moment, for tbe giant buU, still advancing slowly to his puny 
enemy, with low-bent head and angry snorts, sank quietly to the 
plain and stretched his limbs in death. I am not more senti¬ 
mental than ordinary men, and have done a fair share of killing, 
but I should like to be able to call that grim old bull back to life. 
Never since that fair morning have I taken the life of one of his 
kind.— Exchange. 

Sportsmens’ Duties as Game Pbbsbkvers. —Germantown,

We are just on the eve of starting to Nash¬ 
ville to attend the annual field trials of the sportsmen of our 
State, but I can but think, alas I how long will there be any need 
for trials or for the Improvement of man’s best friend tbe dog) 
At the ratio of the last few years the game will soon be gone, the 
last merry Bob White wUl have died away; over the hills and the 
voUeys which lately rang with the sweet music will be one 
gloomy silence. The lovers of the manly and invigorating exer¬ 
cise of the field will have to sadly lay their much loved guns In 
their cases, shut their kennels and look upon the joy of field 
sports os things of the past, unless they rally around the standard 
with the double determination to suppress this wholesale 
slaughter of our favorites. We will have to go to work with a 


c 0 mblued effort and a unity of mind, laying aside the little dlffi- 
! culties which arise, and surmounting the barriers which obstruct 
our progress. Let the potter threaten, it is all empty wind. I own 
dogs; I also own a farm with out-houses, which are exposed to the 
“potter's" vengeance. This is the great fear of the sportsmen to 
whom I have spoken about checking this work of destruction; 
they are afraid of some Injury to themselveB or property. This 
we must get over. I am resolved to bring to Justice any one 
who may come under my observation, regardless of their threats 
to poison dogs, burn fences and houses. Breathren let us to the 
work. The legislature may enact the wisest and most stringent 
laws as long as time shall last, but unless we, the sportsmen, ex¬ 
ert ourselves to enforce the law and punish violators, the laws 
will become as ciphers on the statute books. Let ua stop caviling 
about the merits of our dogs and devote the time thus wasted to 
the protection of game to work our dogs on. Right here let me 
ask some one to throw a bucket of cold water over "Guido,” 
“Dog Whip” and “Neophyte," and cool down the fever heat Into 
which they have worked tliemBelves over the merits of blue and 
red. Why won’t sportsmen, when they find they can’t agree with 
a brotherly spirit, decide to disagree, instead of rushing into print 
and there hulling a tirade of lettering personalities at each others’ 
heads. Let a feeling of harmony supercede tills and things will 
look better. _ _ G. W. W. 

Bengalee Replies to Ubique. —New York, Nov. 10, 1877.— 
Editor Chicago Field: —I see your Winnebago correspondent, 
"Ubique,” takes exception to some of my remarks on extermina¬ 
tion of game in India. With your permission, I will answer him 
briefly: I believe therein fearoftheextermination of game in India. 
Tbe country‘is being rapidly civilized, and with civilization comes 
tbe disappearance of the ferae naturae, unless protective measures 
are enforced. I think the majority of big game sportsmen new in 
India would support me in saying that game of all descriptions is 
for scarcer now than even ten years ago. Iu ’55 one had not to 
go very far from almost any station to obtain a fair bag. But in 
'66, when I again visited Indio, it was mighty hard work to make 
the same bog in a month that before could be made in a week, In 
addition to which one had to go away into tbe depths of the jungles 
far from big cities or large villages. Visiting the districts I 
shot over In '66 again in ’69, I found game scarcer still, and was 
told that the pot-hunters—the tanners who shot down sam- 
bur, chetul, nhll ghau for their hideB—was abroad in the land. The 
fellow bagged by the man-eater was such an one. It may be that, 
as big bags are mode by well equipped parties now, as of old, but 
I think that the large majority would vote the other way. 

There were pot-hunters and shikarees iu my days, but the gal¬ 
lant Bhlkaree who would face the tiger, or the devil himself, wbb a 
rare bird. I ouly met three thorough specimens of the breed in 
four successive years of hot weather big game shooting. 

Then again “Ubique” sneers at muchaun shooting as uneports- 
manly. Yet, a little further on, when speaking of the “beat,” he 
says: “They draw lots for places, and each, accompanied by an 
under shikaree or gun-carrier, climbs up into a tree.” Now, what 
difference of courage Is there between the man who climbs into a 
tree or climbs Into a muchaun, which is a platform built in a tree. 
The man who wilfully risks his life by squatting right in the 
tiger’s path i6 a fool. “Ubique" was doubtless of the wealthy, 
but as I was a poor man I bad to tie up my “gara” and sit over it 
to wait for the tiger and shoot him in that way. For other game, 
I and my old chum, now gone to the happy hunting grounds, 
used to stretch our legs by stalking, and eschewed the honk as 
less sportsmanlike and more expensive. 

"Ubique” evidently is a thoroughly posted man on Indian 
shooting affairs, but be did not seem to know tbe trick of getting 
into the Nizam’s Rumnah and bringing out two or three fine bucks 
at a time and without “danger to life and limb.” I have among 
my Impedimenta a set of toasting forks made out of the horns of 
two bucks that were bagged in one day, both pairs of horns meas¬ 
uring over twenty-five Inches. 

But no more. This is not the country in which to break lances 
over East Indian game destruction. I only took up the matter 
as likely to excite attention to the rapid slaughter of our game 
here. Bengalee.

The track wus very heavy from the delnge of raiu that fell on It on 
Muuduy afternoon and night, and uotwilbataudiuj* u|] the scraping aud 
harrowing that was given It from early dawn uutil afteruuou it was still 
very deep in spots, aud heavy and holding all over. 

The American Jockey Club being unable to dud horses willing to run 
in the extra race which the Executive Committee contemplated giving 
In the place of the walk Over by Parole for the greut race, only three 
(•vents came off. Theee were llret a dash of a mile aud a quarter between 
live clippers. Mr. Belmont's due fllly Surquebuuua, proving the win- 
ucr by hor superior speed, Lhu Kentucky crack. King Karo, the winner 
of the Dixie Slake, at Baltimore, beiug second, uud Viceroy third. The 
fecund race was a dash of a mile uud a half, which was won by Vera 
C'riu, a most capital son of Mr. Sauford's Virgil, who defeated Mr. 
liiiiitfteud'a horse St. Martina, a sou of Phaetou, after a desperate run 
0 f half a mile at the tiuish, the llret mile ofjthe race being at a very mod¬ 
erate pace. No oue seemed to take the time of the last half-mile, uud 
us h cousequeuce it will be lost. But it wus remarkably fust aud should 
have been patou record. After this race Ten Broeck was brought uu 
itie truck aud showu iu frout of the stand for a short lime. He looked 
HeicU horse all over, seemingly without euergy or spirit. After Ten 
UrtK'ck was takeu from the course, the hell rang for the "walk-over," 
and Parole, ridden by Barrett, was brought ou the track, lie was re¬ 
ceived by loud buzzus by the crowd as he passed down to the Beimout 
com ml' to be started. Parole cantered two miles and a quarter, aud gal- 
loped the last quarter of tbe homestretch at the top of his speed, thus 
giving those who had not seen him In his races an opportunity of judgiug 
uf am extraordinary speed. Purole ran his best up the stretch, aud agaiu 
received a shout of aumirallou from the specla'ors when became to 
the judges’ stand. After this tbe horses were called for the steeple- 
chase, aud the summons beiug promptly answered, the tinmen of lour 
horses as starters were quickly posted ou tbe board, and the bookmak¬ 
ers were crying the amount of odds they would lay ou each. There were 
four starters, but between Deadhead and Coronet Jay all the interest in 
the race. That It was oue of tbe ttuest aud meet closely contested races 
"over the slicks" that ever took place at Jerome Park, where so many 
good ones have beeu run, was the unanimous decisiou of the lookers- 
on yesterday afternoon. The following are the details of the running 
as it came off: 

The first race was for a purse of $500, of which $100 to the second 
horse; for all ages; entrance free. One mile and a quarter. Entered 
for this were bay colt Viceroy, by Gilroy. 4 years old; Chestnut mare 
Hattie P . by Leamington. 4 years old; Chestnut dlly Susquehanna, by 
Luuaiiugtou. 3 years old; Bay colt King Faro, by Phaetou, 3years old; 
Chestnut mare Madge, by Australian, ti years old. King Faro was tbe 
favorite at 50 to 40 against him, 2 to 1 agniust Viceroy and Susquehanna, 
7 to l against Hattie F. and Madge. The start was a good oue, Hattie 
t. leading. Viceroy aecoud, Madge third, Suequehnnua fourth, King 
Furo Ilftb. The horses ran at a rapid pace, up the quarter stretch ana 
m they passed tbe judge’s stand Hattie F. led half a leugth, Viceroy 
second, oue length iu frout of Susquehanna, King Faro fourth, Madge 
fifth. Going away from there arouud the upper turn Viceroy oiitfooted 
Hattie t\ aud showed lu fiout by a neck at the quarter-pole, llattie F. 
tiecoud, two lengths iu frout of the other three, who were parullei. 
Coming down to the bluff Viceroy showed the way by half a length, 
aud as they passed nmuud tbe till 1 be led a neck. Hattie F. second, a 
length iu frout of Madge, Susquehanna fourth, King Karo liftb. Thu 
lu>r«e* pass'.d out of eignt iu this order, and wheu they came iu view on 
the lower turn Viceroy still had the best of it by a neck, but tbe others 
were crowding out the daylight oue from the oilier, and at the middle 
of tbe lower turn tbe horses were nearly parallel. Wheu they reached 
tbe three-quarter pole Viceroy led by a head. King Faro second, a bead 
in frout of Siisquehauua, who wus a neck iu advance of Hattie F., 
Mudge lapped ou the latter. Tbe horses swuug iuto tbe homestretch 
iu ibis order, aud all aimed for the outside of the track, as that wus tbe 
brut part of it, the inuer side being very heavy iu mud. A beautiful 
md exciting contest ensued to tbe stand, Susquehanna dashing out at 
the footpath to the club house, and, outpacing the others, won the race 
by s length, King Faro second, half a leugth in front of Viceroy, who 
wtwfour lengths iu advunce of Madge, the latter about the same die 
lance ahead of Hattie F. Time, 2:15*4, which was capital time over 
Bticb u heavy course. 

Tbs oecond race was for a purse of $300, of which $100 to the second 
burse; for all ages; eutrauce free. Oue mile aud a half. There were 
three starters for this event, comprising cb b St. Marlins, by Phaeton,

horses jumped the fence into the north Held, Deadhead showing the 
way two lengths ahead of Dundy, Coronet third. New York bringing up 
the rear. The horses circled arouud tbe edge of the field, jumping two 
hurdles, and then came out where tbe regular track rune down to the 
foot of tbe bluff, where two hurdles were placed close together, making 
h double jump—uu "In-aud-outer." Deadhead led here two lengths, us 
he hud douo over the others; Daudy second two lengths uboud of Cor¬ 
net, New York fourth. The horses theu run Into the south field, where 
they encountered a brush fence, the horses going over It iu the same 
order as before. They theu wheeled and rau lu a westerly direction 
through water. Deadhead splashiug it up In tbe face of Daudy as he 
followed through It.

Dandy's 
chances were entirely destroyed by his./uux/jas,and he uever afterward 
bad a chance in the race. At the lower end of this field there was an¬ 
other hedge aud ditch, and as Deadhead jumped ovor he waa at 
least a dozen leugths in front of Coronet, tbe latter two lengths ahead 
of New York, Dandy not yet having gone over the impediment at 
which he bolted. The horses then ran an easterly course as far as they 
could, uud then wheeled to the left aud came up toward the elands, 
jumping a rail fence midway between the three-quarters and seven- 
eighth poles. Deadhead led about eight lengths as he jumped over 
this; but the other horses closed up on him rapidly between there and 
the "water jump" in frout of the stand. The Jumping at the latter 
named place was grand, Deadhead leading three lengths, Coronet and 
New York going over together. New York lost, ground after landing, 
and Coronet left him. Deadhead then led down the shute between the 
two tracks, Jumping over a hurdle three leugths in front of Coronet, 
the latter three leugths ahead of New York. The horses then crossed 
the regular track, and jumping a ditch weut np the hill to the pic nic 
grounds, on which is a stone wall. Deadhead showed the way. Coronet 
second, New York third, but the latter would not come dowu the hill 
for some time after the others, aud he thereby became on nearly even 
terms with Daudy. Deadhead and Coronet then had the race to them 
selves, and they ran at the atone wall iu the north field aud jumped it 
head and head. Deadhead outran Corouet out of the field to the double 
junto at the foot of the bluff, and was two lengths in front as be en 
tered the south field and jumped the brush fence. The horses wheeled 
theu aud rau in a westerly direction through tbe water. Deadhead dash 
lng the dazzling spray in the face of Coronet as he galloped through the 
water to the hedge and ditch, at which Da<»dy balked iu the early part 
of the race. Deadhead continued to the second hedge and ditch by a 
length, aud then going ou one hundred yards or so. came out on the 
regular track near the three-quarter pole. The race then set iu in ear¬ 
nest, both horses running at the top of their speed. Deadhead uutered 
the homestretch two lengths in front of Coronet, but the latter gained 
gradually on Deadhead until at the last hurdle—which was stationed at 
the seven furlong pole-they were ou eveu terms und took the jump to¬ 
gether. A whip aud spur struggle then uusued, which lusted to the 
stand. Coronet wluning the race by a neck, amid Ibe shouts of the mul¬ 
titude assembled. Dandy was a furloug off. and New York behind 
him. Time of tbe race, 5:03>w.

After a severe storm the track waa in excellent condition for the 
second day’s races. Major J. B. Ferguson, of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, has takeu hold of the management of the last days, and with the 
facilities afforded, Is doing tbe best be can.

with bun at $15, while Major Barker brought $13. Later Major Barker 
sold for $25 aud the Held tor $28. The start was good, with Dailgasian 
lu frout. First Chance second, Major Barker and Kilburu together, and 
Risk last, in that order they passed tbe stand and rau around the 
upper turu aud lo the quarter. Ou the hackHtretch Dailgasian in¬ 
creased bis advantage to four lengths. Goiug up the backstretch Kil- 
burn and Major Barker ran up lo the girth of First C hance, who at tbe 
half-mile pole was two leugths behind Dailgasian, and Risk trailing 
forty yards behind.

Jockey Club. Tbe weather was cold, and the attendance us ou eacu of 
the preceding days wus slim. Shortly after oue o’cluck there was quite 
a shower of rain, sufficient to drive the people from the pool stands, 
but the owners of tbe horses expressed a determination to finish up the 
meeting to-day whatever tbe suite of Hie weather if possible.

Just before 
tbe start. McDaniel’s entries sold ut $40 lo $JU for the field. The start 
was good with Dailgasian iu frout.

They passed the stand without change; but on 
the upper luru Gleu Dudley Hnd Bloudel ran up with Dailgasian and 
they passed the quarter pole together. Ou the backet retch Glen Dud¬ 
ley weut to the first place and passed the half-mile pole a head iu front 
of Blondei, with Dailgasian third and Ludy Salyers last. In that or¬ 
der the horses ran around the lower turn uud into the homestretch 
wheu Glen Dudley ran ahead and finished six leugths in front of 
Bloudel, who led Dailgasian three leugths, Ltdy Salyers two leugths 
behind.

Major Barker third 
aud Dick Saeecer last as tbe stand was passed, and as they ran into the 
upper turn Euterpe weut to the front, hut ou the buckstretch First 
Chance secured the first place aud passed the half-mile pole a length in 
frout of Euterpe, with Major Barker third and Dick Sasscer trailing 
two lengths behind. There was no change on the lower turn nor down 
the homestretch, aud First Chance fliiirhed two lengths ahead of 
Euterpe, who led Major Barker one length, Dick Sasscer fourth.

It is about three years since be was 
taught to think the mare was developing great speed. The “boys’ in 
hiB neighborhood indulged him in this belief by timing her trials in 
such fabulous time as 2:20,2:15, 2:10, etc. This timing business soon 
got buzzed about in tbe neighboring villages, and was understood by 
those who are fond of a lark. They all enjoyed the ioke and helped to 
keep up the delusion. From the boys the joke spread to children of a 
larger growth, until itjculmluated at a certain agricultoral fair, during 
the present Fall, not a thousand miles from Franklin, N. Y., when Mr. 
Trask agreed to show a mile with Lady Grant in 2:10 for a special pre¬ 
mium or $10. After the trial the judges, who had been previously 
posted, announced 2:12 as the result. Thus, after having been de¬ 
ceived for years, Mr. Trask’s friends find it impossible to undeceive the 
innocent old gentleman. He fancies he has the fastest trotter In the 
world, and nothing less than $50,000 will bny her. Moral: Never put 
any faith in private trials.

My Dear Sir:-I t is needless for me to repeat here my admiration of 
the skill and endurance which brought to a successful termination, for 
America, tbe great match with the British Team for the Centennial 
Trophy. aB I have written at length on the subject to 
the Forest and Stream , and toward the close of that 
letter I alluded to & matter which I did not further par¬ 
ticularize, that I would shortly have the pleasure of bringiug 
to your notice, and as there is no reason why I should lougcr pause (o 
open the subject for the consideration of your association, 1 shall now 
proceed to do so. 

By the rules of the Centennial Match, the winning team may select 
the range for the future competition of that trophy, the winners of 
which are the champion rifle shots of the world so long aa they can 
hold the prize. 

The American success at Crecdmoor has been so uniform hilherto as 
to cause It to be asserted that the range gives undue advantage to thu 
American Team, and that perhaps a change of venue might not be un¬ 
acceptable to your champions, (t has occurred to me that some neutral 
ground, which I before ventured to suggest, might be agreed upon for 
tbe next competition. 

Again, the Irish aud American match is one that, I have reason to 
believe, it is the wish of the Americans, as it certainly is of the Irish, 
to perpetuate, and thus to still further Induce, as far as rifle shooting 
Intercourse can, that kindly reciprocity of feeling so happily existing; 
and it is very gratifying to feel that onr united efforts to create good 
will are fully acknowledged on both sides of the Atlantic. 

The great World's Exhibition to take place at. Paris in 1878. would 
seam to offer all the advantages of a neutral ground for.one or Doth of 
those competitions. 

If ray proposal is favorably received, and If your team decide on 
coming to Europe next year, I need not say what pleasure it would 
give us to welcome our American friends once more; aud if Paris be 
selected for the Centennial Match, I have no doubt that an Irish team 
would be certain to enter for it. That the French authorities would 
give us facilities for such a trial of skill I have reason to believe, and 
the terms being already settled, we have but to adhere to the rules of 
the Centeno lalMatch.

Gen. Shaler on the “Trophy Matoh.”— Gen. Shaler, of New York, 
has expressed opinions to a N. Y. Herald reporter concerning tbe “Cen¬ 
tennial Trophy’* match in substance as follows: The conditions of the 
trophy match cannot be altered as it reBls entirely with the victorious 
team to say where tbe next competition shall be hold. The conditions 
lay down the rule that the match shall be shot In the country of the 
wincing team; therefore the Americans, who now hold the trophy, can 
demand their next competitors to come here and shoot for it. The con 
dittoes of this great match are unalterable, excepting by the common 
consent of the world’s riflemen, to whom the trophy was presented last 
year. The teams that have thus far participated In the contest are 
those representing America, Ireland, dcotlaaa, Australia, Canada, Eng¬ 
land. As teams from other countries have not pat in an appearance 
any modification df the present -conditions of shooting that might be 
made, after due consultation with the representative riflemen or these 
nationalities, would be binding npon all others. Hence it would be 
necessary to consult the marksmen who have an active interest in the 
match before the American team would give their consent to have next 
year’s maten come off in Paris. Another thing must be looked to— 
namely, that without an invitation from the French to shoot a match 
on their soli it would be premature to take any steps in that direction, 
although It is to be presumed that the Irish riflemen must have been 
Able to coant upon such invitation when they proposed to shoot the 
match in tbe French capital. As to shooting a match with the Irish 
riflemen, the Americans would gladly do so were It convenient, but It 
is hardly to be expected that they would like to go to the expense and 
‘rouble of traveling to Earope Just for the pleasure of meeting their 
old friends, the Irish.

O’Leary Wins. 

We promised John Ennis that he must either do something to mako 
a name or die to pedeBtrianism. Ho signally failed to do the former 
and we now proceed to write his walking obituary proforma. 

“To tbe memory of Johu Ennis’ pedestrian aspiration which departed 
this life Nov. 10, 1877, from a combined attack of self-will and O'Leary 
on the brain. Iteguieecat in pace 

We recommend Eouis earnestly to forget; to put the past three years 
aside as a baleful dream and devote his abilities to bis business. If he 
put half the energy aud earnestness of purpose that he has displayed in 
striving after pedestrian honors Into his business as a builder and con¬ 
tractor he might yet bid fair to rival tbe prosperity of a Braseey or a 
Vanderbilt. We are sorry for Ennis, for in his pursuit of a reputation 
as a fast walker he has exhibited atauDch honesty, indomitable'perac- 
verance aud great euergy, but be failed because Providence has evi¬ 
dently iutenaed he should uever gain fame in that direction. 

The match as we have already mentioned was for $500 a side and half 
the receipts but owing to the early settlement of the contest these were 
very light and did not very much more than pay expenses. 

Punctually at 4 a. m., on Saturday lost, November 10. the two men 
were on the track, O'Leary tiAviug appeared first, after shaking hands 
and tossing for places, which Enois winuiug, they went away at 
exactly 4:02 a. m. Ennis on the inside dashed away with his quick 
rolling gait, with O'Leary hotly following; the pace wsb absurdly kill¬ 
ing. the first lap, one-aeventb or a mile, being done in 1:06, second in 
1:0B, third in 1:11, fourth iu 1:06, fifth in 1:06. sixth in 1:07, tbe seventh 
in 1:W—the mile being covered by Ennis in 7:47 and O’Leary in 8 ) 4 . 
The latter was the first to appreciate the lunacy of such a pace at the 
beginning of au 100 mile race, so slowed down gradually, so that Ennis, 
who kept up the gait, had lapped him all bnt about four yards on the 
eleventh circuit, aud instead of goingand slowing gradually.dropped in 
behind O'Leary at a 9:30 gait. This sudden letting ap did the bnsi- 
1 ness. By tbe lime he had gone five miles the intense cold of the build¬ 
ing had permeated his entire system, and before he had accomplishod ten 
. miles he was laboring, tbongo this fact was only perceptible to those 
' who had seen him exercise in hie training, and reel off Lwelve miles at 
better than a ten minnte gait without hardly turning a hair. To add to 
the aforementioned folly he actually changed his wet shirt for a dry 
oue whilst walking, and i 11 a temperature below tbe freezing point. Iu 
tbe second lap of the twentieth mile he retired for three minutes and 
twenty seconds, and came out a thoroughly chilled and beaten man. 
The moment he stepped ou the track nis “groggy" appearance pro¬ 
claimed “(ho game was made." During Ennis' halt O'Leary had made 
up his lap ana had one and a half laps to tbe good when bis opponent 
reappeared and this advantage he steadily increased going at his won¬ 
derful automatic gait, bead up, arms swinging freely and striding out 
moregraudly than in auy previous walk. In bis twenty-fourth mue he 
retired for just forty-one seconds, and coming on wont away at his 
previous pace holding It very evenly. In his thirty-eighth mile he 
resumed walking tbe right away of the track, having 
reversed In tbe twenty-flrBt mile. In his fortieth mile he 
complained of tho miserable rawness of tho atmosphere and feared he 
could not make the time he desired. Eighteen hours ten minutes was 
his objective record os he bad backed himself at $250 against $500 that 
be could make that time. That he might have done tbis, if Ennis bad 
lived to drive him and the ball had been warmer and (more suitable to 
fast time, is evident from the fine walking for forty miles. In his 41st 
mile be was off 1:30, and 15 seconds on his 44th. He reversed on his 
49th mlio and in the 51st he went off 55 seconds and returned again 
complaining of the cold which effected his throat and whole body, and 
began to slow down, virtually abandoning a “record." With various 
halts he continued on and completed 100 miles In 19: 59: 40. 

It is absurd to say that Ennis lacked “sand" “gall’’ or courage in 
any shape. What he lackod was reason. He had caught cold on one 
big walk and had pulled through by dint of superb courage and some 
good haodliug which restored nis fainting faculties; but the chili he 
then got was ono of slow growth acquired while walking 40 miles at a 
regular gait too thiuly clad; the chill he got on this occasion was 
caught suddenly, owing to his sudden slowing from eight minutes to 
almost ten minutes per mile—to a gait Blower than bis training gait in 
a far warmer building. Ennis lost bis chance of winning from follow¬ 
ing hie own wrong Ideas, and destroyed all opportunity or showing the 
world that by perseverance and hard work he had acquired the ability 
to force O’Leary to make the fastest on record. He railed—failed of 
his own fault, and he must now retire from before them. O’Leary has 
It in bis boots, we believe, to beat auy man ltviog in a hundred mile 
race. We append bis full time for 50 miles:

Flush was fortunate to win such notice as this: 

“Koses gathered for a vase, 
lu that chamber died apace. 

Beam aud breeze resigning: 

This dog only wslteri on. 

Kuowiug that when light is gone. 

Love remains for sbinlug." 

Some one has said, that judging front the popularity of Land¬ 
seer's pictures, the Anglo-Saxon race are as ready for an apotheo¬ 
sis of dogs us the Hindoos are to worship the sacred cow or mon¬ 
key. Landseer did much for dogs; lie set them in attitudes,gave 
them an intelligent, look, manipulated their hair aud skill wond- 
rously. But It was Scott and Dickens Hint first introduced them 
to us as “loving fellow-creatures,'’ and invested them with the 
dignity of characters and heroes. “Ban and Busear," dashing 
along by the Side of David Golutly; “Littlo Wasp,” who was 
"not so weel cutercd wi’the ratons,” as Pepper aud Mustard; 
the Lady Juno, who ran off with Mr. Oldhuck’s toast; Bcvis, 
the noble hound of Wood6tock—are they not just as real to us us 
Waverly, or Harry Bertram, or Sir Henry Lee I 

Dickens has scarcely a more carefully finished human study 
than tiiat of Bull's Eye, the dog of the ruffian Sykes: “A 
white shaggy dog, with his face scratched and torn in twenty 
places; a patient, uncomplaining animal, of reserved habits, wbo 
had raised himself iu a shifty way.” Accustomed to kicks and 
curses, even Sykes allows, witlt a ferocious grill of approval, 
“that Bull’s Eye Is as willing as a Christian.” Among the select 
company which gathers round the Jew Fugiu, lie is conspicuous, 
and the Artful Dodger thus buihs up ills excellencies: 

“He’sa rum dog; don’t he look fierce at any strange cove that 
laughs and sings when he’s in company f Won’t lie growl at all 
when he bears a fiddle playing! And don’t he bate other dogs as 
ain't of Ids breed i Oh, no I" 

“He’s an out and out Christian,” says Charley Bates, quite in¬ 
nocent of any intentional sarcasm in the compliment. 

Hut, kicked and cursed, beaten and starved, l itis unsocial crea¬ 
ture clings to bis brutal master, and when the wretch uninten¬ 
tionally bangs himself, rmis with dismal howls back and forth 
upon the parapet, finally dares the leap to the dead man's shoul¬ 
ders, misses, falls to the ground, ami dashes out his bruins. The 
strange |rower of this dog-picture is, that in some subtle way the 
faithful creature inspires us with a measure of In's own sympathy 
for Ids brutal muster. We hope—we tielieve that there must have 
been some germ of good in a heart which could create such un¬ 
faltering devotion in a dog. 

In the same way we are led to infer an undeveloped hotter na¬ 
ture In the rude, brute-like Hugh (of Burnaby Rndge,) for when 
lie is going to execution lie remembers tenderly his dog, mid 
gives him ouly to some one who will treat him well. There is Some 
thing pathetically suggestive of humanity iu Ilia sail admission, 
“He’ll whine at first, but he’ll soon get over that." 

Boxer, Merrylcgs, and Jerry’s four dismal dogs, have all strong 
individuality ; and we should not know the pretty eliild-wife Dora 
without Jip. Still less should we like to give up that “great, 
hoarse, shaggy dog, cliaiiiud up at the back of the house, anil 
called Diogenes.” Diogenes is forever allied witli that wonder¬ 
ful Ideal child, for whose death half the civilized world have 
ivept.—wo can never part Diogenes from little Haul Domby. 

But it will easily be seen that 1 have only opened an almost 
endless subject, for to my list every reader will tie able to add bis 
own favorite heroes. This is the natural consequence of under¬ 
standing dogs as characters, instead of mere mammalia. But 
let us not fear to think nobly of every work of God; Lord Bacon 
thought the affection and obedience of the dog came very near to 
piety; and a modern novelist touched many a heart in making 
the dog-faneier say, "Hev a dog MUs; they’re better friends nor 
any Christian.”— Mrs. Amelia E. Unrr, in Baldwin's Monthly. 


Anti-Croaker Again. 


Dayton, Ohio, Nov. 3, 1877. 

Editor Cuicaoo Field :— I was glad to see that my commu¬ 
nication of Oet. 13th on the subject of the Iowa Field Trials, hud 
tiie desired effect upon Mr. Stoddard, viz: to compel him to spec¬ 
ifications as to the very serious chaises made in ids letter of Oct. 
2d against the judges. 

I was a little surprised at this, too, after reading the first part 
of Ills letter, in which he very contemptuously said that as lie had 
coine out openly, he did not intend to notice “ pot-shooting from 
behind the blind of a nondeplume." 

Now, Mr. Editor, I have always understood that it was legiti¬ 
mate to shoot at geese, from behind a blind, and tills is the first 
time I ever heard of any one being accused of pot-shootbig, tor 
doing so,—but seriously, there were no statements of facts or 
charges, with regard to the subject under discussion, which made 
proper or necessary the signature of my owu name; besides, 
some people are more modest than others and uaturally shrink 
from appearing in public over their own proper signatures,—a 
fact which Mr. Stoddard does’nt seem to appreciate. 

Now if I had’nt sent ray name with the communication, if it 
were not customary to write to your paper over a nan de plume, 
and if Mr. Stoddard did not very well know that if necessary he 
could learn from you the name of the author of my last commu¬ 
nication, there might be some excuse for his exhibition of ill 
humor. 

There was certainly nothing unreasonable in iny suggestion, 
that he should attach specifications to his charges, and the best 
evidence of this is the fact that he has duly responded. Nor do I 
see anything in the fact that I imputed to him a human nature, to 
justify him In charging, narrow-mindedness. 

I know Mr. Stoddard to be a gentleman, a scholar, and a good 
Judge of dogs; and 1 may say further that I believe him to be an 
honorable and generous sportsman, but if he wants me to believe 
that Ai« nature is anything more than human ,—that he is above 
the passions, prejudices and weaknesses of our common human¬ 
ity, I would respectfully say to him that he is asking ontlrely too 
much. 

I did not question his motives, but simply asked, that, inas¬ 
much as he had Insinuated that injustice and fraud had been 
practiced by the judges at the Iowa field trials—he should apeak 
out plainly and specifically—not only in the Interest of sportsmen, 
hut In justice to the accused. 

Well, Mr. Stoddard has attempted to be specific, In accordance 
with my suggestion, and to -give his reasons for claiming, that 
there was fraud and Injustice practiced by the judges, aud that 
the Iowa Field Trials were not. successful. 

The first charge Is that Judges Long and Edwards had tried to 


purchase Nellie, before the trials, and that they bad thereby ren¬ 
dered themselves unlit for the positions of judges. 

Now it seems to me that there was nothing iu this desire on 
tlioir part, to own what they considered a good dog to unfit them 
for their positions; nothing that would induce' them to favor 
her, hut rattier the reverse, if they were disposed to uct dishon¬ 
orably. Lavater, I think, says; “He who freely praises what he 
means to purchase, and he who enumerates the faults of what he 
means to sell, may set up a partuership with honesty.” As to 
Judge F.dward’s treatment of some of the handlers of the dogs, 

1 have no hesitation in saying that the statement of Mr. Stod¬ 
dard, as to what took place between Judge Edwards, aud the 
handler of Friend, calls for some explanation from Mr. Edwards 
anil that, if the statement of his conduct on the occasion referred 
to is substantially correct, it simply shows that Judge Edwards, 
was lacking in gcntlity and had not a proper appreciation of what 
is due from one geutlemau to another. 

Upon this matter, us well as upon the question whether or not 
lie shot woodcocks out of season and boasted of it, it is desirable 
that we aiiould hear from Judge Edwards. It bchoveth him to 
rise aud explain. 

Tiie letter of Mr. Long is eutirely satisfactory ■ us far as he is 
concerned, except that he seems to me to he too hospitably in¬ 
clined, Inwards one, who has deliberately charged him with 
fraud. 

Mr. Stoddard, I think, was not justified lu thundering so loudly 
in the index, even if his charges against Judge Edwards should 
he substantiated; nor would the substantiation of them, alto¬ 
gether sustain him in the position he took in his letter of Oct. 2, 
which was that the Iowa field trials were unsuccessful, aud that 
tiie judges were guilty ol fraud and injustic, and by reasou 
thereof were unfit for the positions they accepted. 

But aside from this, Mr. Stoddard ought to remember that field 
trials in tills country, arc as yet in tiicir infancy, and that “per¬ 
fection is attained liy sluw degrees; she requires the baud of 
time." Anti-Croaker. 


Judge Edwards Speaks. 

C’mcAuo, Nov. 12, 1877. 

“Editor Cuicaoo Field: —The criticisms which have appeared 
in your paper regarding the Hampton Field Trials, have forced 
me to defend myself against the insinuations which I did not ex¬ 
pect to hear from any one claiming to lie a sportsman. 

Mr. Stoddard claims not to feel hurt because ills dog did not 
win. Still lie makes one of his principal complaints because I 
saw no bird rise before the point of his setter Friend. Now, I 
was on horseback, closely watching Friend when she made her 
point., and I honestly say I saw no bird rise, neither did 1 hear 
any noise that would indicate a bird bad risen. I was just as de¬ 
sirous to have scored to Friend auy point she was entitled to or 
to any other dog. I was there to do even and exact justice to 
all, and feci I did it to tiie best of my ability. All may not see 
alike. Interested parties are very liable to claim more In their favor 
than tile judges are willing to allow, i very much doubt whether 
more parties can he found to say a bird rose before Friend than 
ran lie found to say they did not see or hear any bird rise. I will 
not argue this point, i was there to judge what us one of tiie 
Judges Jsnut, not to lie governed liv what interested parties said. 

IL Is the first time I have been classed witli the pot-hunting fra¬ 
ternity, and I regret Mr. Stoddard should have understood mu to 
say the birds were shot in Illinois, as such was not the ease. Still 
1 cannot sue in what way that retlects upon my judging the 
Hampton Trials, and It appears uncalled for on his part, If not 
angry because his entries were not winners. Had they done their 
work better than others he might have complained if it was not 
so recorded, but the judges gave them all they were 
entitled to, and nothing more, us they did every other 
dog that ran. Mr. Nicholson complains because Ids Dash did not 
rank as high as Black Ned or Queen, but as he did not see either 
of them at, work but only lias Hie word of others, possibly inter¬ 
ested parties, it is hardly necessary to explain, hut as lie fails to 
see why lie received two less points than Black Ned or Queen for 
retrieving, 1 would simply say both Ned and Queen having once 
the bird in their mouth, brought nnd laid it In the hands of Mr. 
Wuddington, whilst Dash dropped his some distance off and did 
nut bring It to baud as he should. His speed and style was con¬ 
sidered by tiie judges no better than Ned’s, but lie was given 
more for speed than Queen. Regarding Queen’s flushes, the 
judges closely watched her, and in one instance when a bird got 
up before licr it was not her fault, but the judges’ in ordering her 
to he called in and sent off ill another direction. While coming 
in as ordered, a bird getting up near her was not considered liy 
the jmlge» a flush in its proper sense. Tiie other ease in which 
some claims she made a flush was when she and the pointer were 
at work drawing on birds, and the pointer got tile bird up and a 
flush was scored to him. 

As one of the judges, I feel their duties were performed to tiie 
best of their ability witli a desire to lie just to all, aud I for one 
have the satisfaction of knowing that I have only done what I 
believe to he just and right to all. Accordingly as tiie rules re¬ 
quired all do not sec alike. Disinterested parties see most clear¬ 
ly in such eases, and I shall feel justified iu paying no further at 
teiition to their complaints. H. J. Edwards. 

—Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 8.— Edi¬ 
tor Chicago Field: —The Philadelphia Sportsmen’s Cluti have a 
splendid opportunity of replenishing its treasury in February or 
March by giving a grand dog show, in the order of that held by 
the Westminister Kennel Club, at New York which was so suc¬ 
cessful financially and otherwise. An exhibition under tiie aus¬ 
pices of tliis society could not fall to bo recognized by the breed¬ 
ers of our country, and would bring to our city all the crack 
prize winners of tiie United States, and put to shame future at¬ 
tempts of parties who have not tiie love of the dog at heart to 
inaugurate hippodromlng speculative affairs, as the coming No¬ 
vember local one will doubtless be. 

One of the great attractions at bench shows is the collection of 
previous prize winning champion dogs. Owners of sucii ani¬ 
mals will never be persuaded to enter their setters or pointers 
when they are satisfied an exhibition is entirely of tills order. 

A great mistake has been made by Mr. Goddard in the begin¬ 
ning, the failure of enjoying an able and well-known superin¬ 
tendent, one known to every breeder in the country, iu whose 
hands the safety and care of all (logs can lie intrusted. We ad¬ 
vise the. management of the Philadelphia Dog Show to publish at 
once the name of the gentleman who is to fill this important 
post. _ ll0M0 -

Kennel eluba, sportsmen’s societies and game protective assoc¬ 
iations, are the proper organizations to givo such exhibitions, 
and tiie attention of these bodies must he given solely to tiie im¬ 
provement of the breeds of dogs of our country. 

Bench shows conducted on a proper basis have been financial 
successes: Take for example that of the Westminster Keiiucl 
Club, hut this is no reason why individuals should speculate ill 
displays of the kind, when they have not the improvement of the 
dog at heart. The money made by the Westminster Kennel Club 
will go far towards the holding of a much grander show next 
year.

Mr. Uardiug secured hie gun, a basket 
of lunch, an oar and a goose he had just killed, and as he cannot 
swim it was a fortunate thing he had the self-possession to hold 
to the boat, thereby saving himself. Mr. MeCartne y, however, 
notwithstanding the fact that he Is an excellent swimmer, was 
not so fortunate, having lost his gnn, valued at $ 100. 

The counts of the club hunts were not as large as last year, 
owing to our new game law. While this law has many good fea¬ 
tures it also has a few poor ones—features that are liable to make 
it a dead letter upon our statute books. Not content with pro¬ 
tecting insectivorous birds, the wise one who drafted It aud the 
wise ones who put it through, embraced within the list of birds 
to be protected by It the game-destroying hawk and owl. Never 
was anything more sublimely ridiculous. The sportsmen of Ne¬ 
braska cannot, or do not, in any Bingle year destroy half as many 
birds as the hawks. The prairies are alive witii hawks and owls. 
Last year Mr. John Petty got fifteen on the club hunt. Lost 
week 1 saw on the banks of one little pond three ducks—two teals 
and a mallard—partly eaten by hawks. Henceforth if a hawk 
attacks onr poultry we are not restricted from throwing our hat 
at him, but we arc cautioned against hitting him, least we might 
“wound" him, and thus be liable to the full penalty of the law; 
for it Bays in good English: “That from aud after the first day of 
June A D. 1877, it shall be unlawful for any person to take, 
wound or kill any wild birds * * * * and this Is why, 
when I saw yesterday a hawk hovering over a covey of quails, all 
I could do was to discharge my gun in the air and scare him; and 
when the quails got up all I could do was to take aim at three 
that were in line, and say: “Wouldn’t I kill thoBe if I fired. 
Oh, what Solon b we have In our legislature! They Bhouldraake 
a law prohibiting the killing of game by hawks.” 

But there is some good from this law, forjqualls are plentiful. 

I know of several covies of over twenty each, and I have not 
looked for them either. By the time the law is repealed they 
will be so very thick we can have a Held trial bigger than the one 
at Hampton, and we wont have to go outside the city limits for 
birds. 

It Is to be hoped it will turn cold Boon so we can have duck 
shooting, and then you will hoar again from Buckshot. _ 

Quail and tub Game Laws.— The quail has a hard time 
studying the various and changing laws of the States. It has not 
so much trouble hero in Ohio, where the law is uniform, but in 
Kentucky where each county has a separate system of lawn, a 
quail never knows exactly what to do. For Instance, In our t'Af tf 
vin county of Kenton hie Ufo was not safe after the first of 
October; whereas in the adjoining county of Boone, he was ten¬ 
dered the liberty of the neighborhood until the 20th. This Stabs 
ol affairs naturally tended to give rise to many delicate points of 
law. A sportsman hunting along the county lino, was required 
Pt take a surveyor along unlesa himself familiar with the border 


of the two empires. The county line well fixed in the hunter's 
mind, he need have no difficulty where the bird was on the 
ground. If in the county of Boone, It is clear the bird could 
walk up to the man with as much Impunity as if the latter were 
under bond to keep tlie peace. Ho might Insult him by winking 
or calling him Bob White, or otherwise, and the man dare not. 
shoot, except In hfs necessary or apparently necessary self-do- 
fenco. It is equally clear that on the Kenton side of the line the 
sportsman could shoot the bird os If the sight of It had put him 
Into a fit of temporary Insanity, or as If it had called its honor 
Into question. 

But if the bird were Hying and should be shot on one side of the 
liigt, and fly north eighty degrees west Btxty poles, more or less, to 
a beach and two dogwoods in the other county—then would come 
the work of the lawyers. The old principle that where a man is 
shot in line county and dies In another either county has juris¬ 
diction that would apply; and the criminal, or alleged criminal, 
would he liable to answer In either county to the killing of the 
quail. Of course he would tie discharged if tried in the one 
county, anil equally of course he would be convicted—if he had 
up money—in the other. But tlie delicate question is, whether 
in the county where tlie shooting was an offense he could plead 
former acquittal ill tlie county where it was no offense, and 
where, therefore, there could be no trial. It seems clear that if 
a quail were shot in Kenton county lie might lodge a Parthian 
arrow in his murderer’s ribs by simply going into Boone to die.— 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 

A Makkkt Shooter. —Atlanta, Ga,, Nov. 3, 1377 .—Editor 
Chicago Field :—Tlie other day I fell across one of our professional 
pot-hunters, and had a littlo talk witii him just to know how 
they do the trick. He was then pretty well supplied with quails, 
and had also a few rabbits over his shoulder; and altogether 
seemed to have made u pretty good hag. The giBt of our dis¬ 
course was: that lie averaged the season through about forty 
quails a day besides a sprinkling of rabbits; sometimes he went 
down as low us fifteen or twenty; at other times he would far 
exceed Ills average, and on one occasion had bagged 185, hut 
that was some time ago, just after the war, when quails swarmed 
pretty thickly. Ills method of keeping the pot boiling day iu and 
day out was to keep track of all the coveys about, and clean them 
out one after another, averaging eight out of teu birds to shots 
fired. Occasionally he bunged Into a huddle and scooped In all 
he could kill with both barrels. It wasn't worth while taking a 
single bird sitting, lie begins tlie season near the city, and 
Works outwards and farther afield as tlie time passes. He sells 
all he gets at an average price of eleven cents to a certain res¬ 
taurateur in this city, and prefers realizing regularly to getting 
a fancy price for lots’now and then. During the early part of 
the season he makes perhaps a steady average of $3 a day, but 
later on (when he can get a bang at the huddles, 1 suppose) he 
makes $5 a day. There are quite a number of these pot-hunters 
iu our neighborhood, and it would be well for Boh White if we 
could get a game law in tills county to preserve some of the 
game from these amiable gentlemen. 

It is proposed to give our city a park which, If the ideas now 
proposed are carried out, will he equal to the finest In the land. 
The. natural advantagesrof the proposed site are unsurpassable. 
So near the city, it is estimated that it ean he made self-sus¬ 
taining. ami it is sincerely to be lioped that it will soon be ac¬ 
complished.

A Sportsmen’s Association and Notes. —Tappahannock, 
Va., Nov. 7, 1877.— Editor Chicago Field: —I have long Intended, 
since my last, to give you further notes of our sporting affairs 
of this section, but a want of leisure to do so haB overruled the 
willing desire till now. On Tuesday evening, 29tli ult~, we or¬ 
ganized a sporting club to aid iu the protection of game and fish, 
and to co-oporatc with the State association for tlie same pur¬ 
pose, and held a call meeting on tlio 29th ult. to adopt a consti¬ 
tution, by-laws, and elect permanent, officers. Tlie name is the 
Essex Sportsmen’s Club, and the following named were chosen as 
officers: Thomas Croxton, president; Dr. Wm. G. Jeffries, vice- 
president; George T. Croxton, treasurer, and F. W. McDaniel, 
secretary. Thus far we have not come In contact with any offen¬ 
ders, from being so late to organize; a few trivial cases were over¬ 
looked, however there was not much disposition to infringe on the 
State laws. 

We shall hope to be strong and energetic enough to prosecute 
all offenders during the next close season. Our club lias repre¬ 
sentatives from all portions of the country and we possess good 
legal talent, in the person of our president. 

Many are the shots now being fired at “Bob-White" since the 
1st inat. No very large bags have been made as yet, some get¬ 
ting ten to fifteen in an afternoon’s shoot. Unfortunately for 
me, the bttcli I would have hunted this season, has just whelpod, 
anil of course no good use in the field can he made of her for 
six or eight weeks to come; I shall endeavor to remedy this diffi¬ 
culty in the future. Some few wild geese and ducks have been 
killed near here, at baited blinds and ere long my friend Adams 
and myself intend making an encampment on “Man-Go-Right” 
marsh to try the ducks over decoys. 

1 am much pleased to relate my appreciation of one of Hola 
bird's boss suits. During the latter part of October I was out for 
a day’s Btiooting; a heavy cloud rose and down came the rain In tor¬ 
rents for twenty or thirty minutes—do not think it. ever rained so 
hard—I had in an outside pocket an extra pound of powder, 
wrapped in paper, and when tlie shower ended both it and tny 
person were entirely dry; this convinced me of its being water¬ 
proof. I have since then been out among the briars and thistles 
and find it very well adapted to the purpose, und the make-up I 
consider excellent. Dr. Jeffries and A. R. Micon have just re¬ 
turned from a day's journey in the field, and their’s is a sail 
story of an east wind so that doge coulil not smell. They liaggeil 
twenty-two quails aud several rabbits. Shall hope to have some 
thing of greater interest to say in my next.

Baiting Ducks. —One great cause of the scarcity of wild ducks 
in our lakes is the absence of wild rice, on which they feed to a 
great extent. It lias often occurred to our local sportsmen that 
could wild rice be made to grow In our lakes we should have wild 
duck shooting in larger quantities. It has been reserved for a 
member of the Central City Sportsmen’s Club to put that Idea 
into execution, and last Friday a whole barrel of wild rice was 
sown along the shores of Oneida lake, where the water is from 
three inches to two feet deep. The soil is regarded as suited to 
it, being composed in large quantities of black muck, similar to 
the soil in which it flourishes in western lakes. The seed was 
obtained from Princeton, Minnesota, and was thoroughly soaked 
about eighteen houre before being sown. Should the experiment 
prove successful wild duck shooting will be fine on Oneida lake 
next scaiion, and the quality of game superior to that now ob¬ 
tained.— Syracuse, N. Y. Standard. 


Destruction of Birds iiy Tblkgkaeii Wires.— Referring to 
Dr. Couee’ article on tltie subject, in the Xaturalvtl and elsewhere, 

I wish to add my testimony to the destruction of much larger 
birds than any mentioned by this writer. Many prairie chickens 
(|Cnpidunia cupido) are annually destroyed in this way. In De¬ 
cember, 18(18, near Cambridge, Story County, Iowa, I saw 
many of these birds lying dead on the snow, beneath the line of 
the telegraph, and was informed by the stage driver that they 
killed themselves by striking tlie wire in their rapid flight. Some 
of the birds had their heads cleanly cut off, and most of them 
were torn aud leerated to a greater or less extent. One or two of 
the wounded were still alive and fluttering. Tlie spot seemed to 
lie a favorite one for the flight o£ the chickens. A high belt of 
timber skirted the river, and beyond this lay the mile-wide ex¬ 
panse of “Skunk Bottom,” bounded by high bluffs on the east. 
For certain reasons—possibly owing to some peculiarity of the 
winds at this point, or to the protection afforded by the belt of 
timber—the birds were accustomed to speed like arrows down 
across this bottom, and slight contact witii the single wire that 
Btretohed across would either maim or kill them outright. Since 
ttiat time I have heard of several instances in which these birds 
have been killed in the same manner. The destruction of these 
birds iB so general along some of tlie railroad lines In the West 
that sectiun men make a regular business of gathering them up 
as an addition to their own stock of provisions. The telegraph 
w ires may therefore be set down as one of the means—and not an 
insignificant one—whereby tlie extermination of the prairie hens 
Is proceeding with a degree of rapidity which would be astonish¬ 
ing hail we any means of making even an approximate calcula¬ 
tion.— Charles Aldrich, Webster City, Iowa .—American Xat- 
urtil Ut. _ _ 

Philadelphia Notes. —Philadelphia, Nov. 8, 1877 .—Editor 
Chicago Field :—Many of our sportsmen have returned from their 
first and early campaigns of November sadly disappointed. 1 
have heard but one who has had even tolerable sport, and the 
general supposition is that the Spring quails were destroyed by 
Summer rains, &c. My opinion is, for I have reliable reports as 
to the number of birds throughout Maryland and Delaware, that 
owing to the extreme mildness of the season thuB far, the coveys 
yet find ample food In “the branches” and heavy woods, and will 
not seek the open stuhbles until colder weather drives them there, 
and later very fair shooting will be had. It was just so last Novem¬ 
ber, “the early birds did not catch the worms,” while the more pa¬ 
tient returned later with good bugs. I have adopted the rule 
never to go quail shooting In Maryland or Delaware until late in 
November or early in December unless we have had a freeze or 
two. Mosquitoes are yet in their glory in these 8tatcs and the 
weather too oppressive to have enjoyment in the field. 

On the 5th of the month Messrs. J. B. Sartori, of our city and 
Gen’l Grnbb, of Burlington, N. J., killed at Havre dc Grace, Md., 
two hundred red head and canvass back bucks, and the entire 
footing up of the several boats that day amounted to over a 
thousand head. We call this shooting when the greater part of 
it was done in a pelting rain. Homo.

How to Keep a Breech-Loading Shot Gun Clean. — Editor 
Chicago Field: —The undersigned claims to have as clean a gun 
as any man need have, and keeps it so with less labor than any 
gun owned in the country. My plan is, after having used the 
gun, simply to oil the outside and to let the inside alone, and 
when I am ready to use it I pass through the barrels a tight rag 
wad perfectly dry. This method saves a good deal of the dirty 
work that sportsmen put upon themselves and answers every pur¬ 
pose iu this climate. Be careful not to put water on the rag. 
About forty seconds is all the time required. You are welcome 
to this receipt, and I hope it may be of use to some gunners.

LAKE WINNEBAGO AND HEIt YACHTS.

This beautiful lake is not as well known to sportsmen, or more 
particularly to yachtsmen, as it Bhould he; but the yachting n- 
tcrest is steadily Oil the increase, and there are now from twenty- 
five to to thirty-live yachts of various sizes on the lake, n great ^ 
proportion of them owned at Oshkosh. They range from eighteen 
to furtv loot keel, and many of them cannot be surpassed any- 
where for sailing qualities. Of course, they are not so elegantly 
fitted up as some of the eastern yachts, but. they mu . 

I ake Winnebago ts a fine sheet of water about thirty-five 
miles long and ton to twelve miles wide, with an average depth * 
of twenty-live to thirty feet, and plenty of good harbors. On the. 
western side llie laud is comparatively level, anil as the prevail- 
Ing winds during Hie Summer ure westerly and southwesterly, 
sudden wiualls arc uueomiiion. The eastern shore is high and 
rocky in many places, furnishing some very beautiful and roman- ^ 

a lively city of 18,000 or 19,000 inhabitants, situated *' 
on the western side of the lake at the mouth of Fox river, here a ™ 
noble stream; Fond du Lae, a rival city of about the same size B 
at the head of the lake, and the smaller cities of Necnnh aud 
Mcnnshn at the foot of the lake, where the waters again enter the 
Fox river, and form excellent water power, ure the principal I 
towns on Lake Winnebago. The Northern Wisconsin Insane 
Asylum, u mammoth building or collection of hulldiugs, situated 1 
four or five miles north of Osl.kosh, is easily visited by strangers “ 
stopping at auy of the places mentioned. 

Not fur from the Insane Hospital, at about forty or fifty rods J 
from shore, is a beautiful little island named Garlic Island. Sev 
eral of tile Oshkosh yachUmeu a few years ago bought it, hud a 
convenient Club house erected, and various Improvements made, ' 
and now it is a favorite resort for pleasure parties. Buss fishing ^ 
thereabouts is excellent in tho proper season. 

The Oshkosh yachtsmen, while justly proud of their craft anil I 
the unsurpassed facilities for sailing that they enjoy, have never 
ti,km anv especial pains to trumpet furtl. the same to the worId, “ 
but they concluded to be represented at the recent Geneva Lake 
regatta) and so sent down the Niohe, CapL John Dickinson, P 
owner and sailing master, witli a competent crew, to try oonclu- » 
sions with some of the best yachts of her size In the United " 
Steles. Aud thereby hangs a tale. J 

Geneva Lake is a celebrated resort for Chicago yachtsmen, most " 
of the yachts being owned by wealthy gentlemen, who have 
spared no expense to procure the fastest boats money could pur- 1 
chase Two of them—the Geneva and Whisper—were built in 
New York city, 1 believe, and the latter is said to have won ‘ 
twenty-four out of twenty-five races before having been brought a 
to Geneva Lake. A crack Chicago yacht, twenty-six foot keel, 
was also present, manned by most of tho sailing masters of the 
best yachts of Chicago, and In the pool-selling she was Hie favor- 
ite being taken as first choice at say *10, tile Geneva or Whisper 
as Becond choice, at *8, and the field, including ail the oilier « 
yachts, at from fifty cents to one dollar. Here was a grand 
chance for a possible speculation at a small cost; but unfortu- I 
nately Hank HankftW, who wanted to invest on the field, wna ap- 
pointed oue of the judges, and couldn’t bet, and the other hoys _ 
were too much occupied in getting ready for the regatta to pay ■ 
any attention to the pool-selling and so they didn’t gather in 
many Chicago shekels.

Oil the Distribution or Fresh-Water Fishes. 

nv DAVID S. JORDAN. 

The writer has been engaged during the two past summors 
(1870-1877) In collecting fishes in the upper waters of the differ¬ 
ent river basius iu the Southern States, with a view to ascertain¬ 
ing the fish fauna of each, and to throw aB much light as possible 
on the laws which govern the distribution of the species. In 1868 
and 1809, Professor Cope made very thorough explorations of the 
upper waters of the Cumberland, Tennessee, Kamvwah, James, 
Roanoke, Neuse, Great Pedce, and Santee. In order to supple¬ 
ment Professor Cope’s work, the writer, with his ichthyological as¬ 
sistants, Prof. A. W. Braytou and Mr. C. II. Gilbert, began with the 
8ant.ee, and proceeded westward across the different river basins, 
Including the Santee, Savannah, Oconee, Oernulgec, Chattahoo¬ 
chee, Alabama, Tennessee, Cumberland, and Ohio. These rivers, 
as well as those examined by Professor Cope, have their rise iu 
the Allegheny mountains, from which they How in different direc¬ 
tions aud under the most widely varied physical conditions, thus 
affording the most favorable opportunity for the study of tbe ef¬ 
fect of these conditions on the distribution of fishes.

This revolver is supplied with a safety notch, on which it 
can be carried without the firing pin touching the catrklge. The 
other parts are essentially the same as in the old model. 

As required by the instructions from Ordnance Office, I give 
below tl-f details of the tests to which the revolvers have been 
subi'C.ed : 

[detailb omitted.] 

The Colt revolver was first fired three hundred rounds with 
service ammunition, allowing it to cool after each hundred 
rounds. No difficulty was experienced from it, and • only one 
cartridge failed to explode. This one was found to be defective 
in fulmin ate. 

The revolver was then laid in the snow, water poured over it, 
and it was allowed to remain in the weather three days and 
nights. When taken up again it was rusted considerably but 
worked perfectly. It was again tired up to two hundred rounds, 
with two cartridges failing to explode. One of these exploded at 
second trial and the other with the punch and hammer. 

The Colt and one of the Smith & Wesson were then fired for 
accuracy at fifty yards. A target of ten shots with each gave 
mean absolute deviation—for Colt, 3.11 in; for tbe Smith & Wes¬ 
son, 4.33 in. 

Both revolvers were then placed in a close box connected with 
the pulverizer, and well sanded. The sand did not affect the 
working of either. 

They were then fired at twenty-five yards distance for pene¬ 
tration. The average penetration for ten shots with each was— 
forthe Colt, 4.1 in.; for the Smith & Wesson, 3.35 in. 

T he Smith & Wesson was then fired one hundred rounds and 
the Colt two hundred rounds. No difficulty was experienced 
with either, only a slight increase in friction being noticeable in 
the Smith & Wesson. One cartridge failed to explode in the 
Colt and eight in the Smith & Wesson. The one failing in the 
Colt was exploded with a centre punch. Six of those failing in 
the Smith & Wesson exploded at second trial, one at third trial, 
and the other one was without fulminate. 

1 finally tried the "Leet" cartridges In the Colt revolver to ascertain 
the effect of bursting through the cap, as they had done with the Smith 
& Wesson. The cartridges were taken from tbe same box, and about 
twenty of them from the same package as those that burst iu the Smith 
<fc Wesson revolvers, but ont of eighty fired none burst. At the same lime, 
of four cartridges from this package fired in the Smith & Wessou revolver 
two bnratua before. 

Tbe Smith & Wesson revolvers have been fired respectively 989, BOB ana 
SIB rounds; the Colt about 800 rounds. The better working of the Colt le 
noticeable throughout. No difficulty has been fonnd with It, while the 
Smith & Wesson has several times clogged to each an extent as to render it 
almost impossible to cock it. This clogging Is most liable to occur in cold 
and dry weather, when the fouling is allowed to harden on the piece 
The lengthening of tbe “collar" was intended to overcome this liability 
to clog, as developed in the model now In the bands of tbe troops, and 
has, no doubt, reduced It. The cylinder stop is also an improvement, 
and tbe strengthening of parts, which is the object of most of the changes, 
has ma a better weapon than tbe aid one, but I still regard it as rather de¬ 
licate for general service. The two purta of this revolver which, broke 
daring the trial may have contained defects, but these and other parts of It 
are of such a character as to develop defects in the manufacture. 

A greBt objection to this arm is the difficulty of dismounting for cleaning 
and re-aeBerabllng it. Tbongb improved In this respect by the marking of 
the gear and frame and the change In the rack, soldiers generally would still 
find it complicated. 

The only superiority It can claim over the Colt is the greater rapidity 
of ejecting the empty cases. I think that in the case of poor ammunition 
and the bnrating of the heads of cartridges in the two arum, tbe Smilh & 
Weseou could more readily be relieved from the consequent clogging than 
the Colt. 

In the Colt the number of the parte is leas, tboy are more simple and 
stronger, and are not subjected to as great strains as those in the 8mlth A 
Wesson. It can be dismounted for cleaning by drawing one screw and 
slipping ont tbe base pin, and reassembled with the same ease. 

I have no hesitation in declaring the Colt revolver superior Id most 
respects, and much better adapted to the wants of the army than tbe Smith & 
Wesson.
